The astronauts spent several 
hours unpacking and hooking up 
all the gear for the walk, includ­ 
ing a 30-foot lifeline to feed 
Gordon oxy gen from the cab in 
supply sy stem, and a chest pack 
with an emergency supply of 
the life-giving gas. 
They finished the prepared­ 
ness h.ilf an hour early and Con­ 


rad told the ground: 
‘‘We’re way ahead of sched­ 
ule. We’re going to power down 
for a little rest.” 
Conrad said the No. 8 thrus­ 
ter — the same one which lock­ 
ed open and sent Gemini 8 into 
a mission-scrub b ing spin — ap­ 
peared to have ‘‘pooped 
out.”

CAPE TOWN, Sou th Africa 
(AP) — Ju stice Minister Bal­ 
thazar Vorster was chosen to­ 
day to become Sou th Africa’s 
seventh orime minister, su c­ 
ceeding Hendrik Verwoerd, who 
was assassinated a week ago. 
Vorster was elected u nani­ 
mou sly as national leader of the 
ru ling Nationalist party at a fu ll 
meeting of the party cau cu s In 
Cape Town’s Parliament bu ild­ 
ing, only a short distance away 
from the chamber in which Ver­ 
woerd was stabbed to death. 
The 
party’s 
u nanimou s 
choice, obviating a vote between 
contending candidates, was seen 
as indication of their resolve to 
choose a strongman leader, res­ 
olu te in pu rsu ing its apartheid 
(race 
segregation) 
policies 
withou t deviating from Ver- 
woerd's race line. 
Vorster swept to power with­ 
ou t opposition when bis only 
real contender for the nation’s 
top post, Transport Minister 
Ben Schoeman, withdrew. 
Scboeman told the meeting 
that after seriou s consideration 
he had deck led not to accept 
nomination as party leader. 
As the only other candidate, 
Vorster was u nanimou sly elect­ 
ed, thu s preserving a facade of 
party u nity and strength. 
Vorster will now be called on 
by

President 
Charles 
Swart to form a government, 
which is expected to mak e its 
first appearance before Parlia­ 
ment Wednesday. 
Vorster, 50, now regards the 
13th as his lu ck y nu mber. He 
was elected to the premiership 
an the 13th of September. He 
was born December IS, 1011. He 
is the 13th child in his family.

He holds the portfolios of ju s­ 
tice, police and prisons, and as 
the nation’s top policeman has 
sharply cu rtailed activities of 
abou t 500 left-wing and liberal 
critics u nder the su ppression of 
commu nism laws. 
Vorster was interned for near­ 
ly two years du ring World War 
II for pro-German sympathies 
and is often pictu red in newspa­ 
per cartoons wearing Naxi-atyle 
jack boots.

Ten U.S. Army officers n eed ed on ly II min ­ 
u tes to settle a problem that had baffled the 
beet legal min d s of the world sin ce the trial» 
of the Nazi war crimin als in 1945. Is an in d i­ 
v id u al respon sible for n ation al policy ? 
Ru lin g on the case of Pv t. Den n ia Mora, who 
had refu sed to obey an ord er to go to Viet 
Nam, the officers fou n d him gu ilty of d isobey ­ 
in g a su perior officer an d sen ten ced him to 
three y ears' hard labor in prison , d ishon orable 
d ischarge an d forfeitu re of pay . 
Pv t. Mora’s d efen se was that he believ ed the 
u n d eclared war in Viet Nam to be morally 
an d legally wron g. He d id n ot wan t to be a fu ­ 
tu re war crimin al. 
Therefore, he ex ercised his ten tativ e right, as 
established in the trials of World War II crim­ 
in als, to sit in in d iv id u al ju d gmen t an d refu se 
to d o what might get him ex ecu ted if his gov ­ 
ern men t lost the war. 
An d for his pain s, he was sen ten ced to hard 
labor an d hu militation . In stern er circu m­ 
stan ces he might hav e been pu t before a firin g 


squ ad an d su mmarily ex ecu ted . 
< 
So mu ch for the argu men t that in d iv id u als 
can be held respon sible for “crimes again st 
hu man ity .” On ly if their sid e loses. 
After World War II, the Allies held German s 
an d Japan ese respon sible for su ch crimes. Bu t 
there were n o trials of v ictors, thou gh they too 
had committed crimes again st hu man ity , as 
well as tran sgression s of the laws an d cu stoms 
of war, perhaps ev en of plottin g aggression — 
the three categories of war crimes. 
The u ltimate crime again st hu man ity is war, 
itself. All acts committed u n d er ord ers of a 
military n atu re are performan ce of d u ty — 
ev en if it's an Ad olf Eichman n slau ghterin g 
million s of Jews — on ord ers. An d ord ers are 
ord ers, right or wron g. You obey them, or else. 
It d id n ’t take 10 Army officers lon g to 
d ecid e that 
Ev en if n o war has been d eclared , an ord er 
to fight is an ord er to fight — an d n o qu estion s 
asked . 
Hardest Idea to Grasp 


When ev er spokesmen for the U.S. gov ern ­ 
men t lets it be kn own th* u n d eclared en emy In 
Viet Nam can hav e a cease-fire, a d e- 
escalation , or ev en a state of peace by say in g 
th word , the U.S. press, rad io an d telev ision 
proclaim the glad tid in gs an d ev ery bod y waits 
for the u n d eclared en emy to say somethin g. 
Bu t when n othin g is forthcomin g, the id ea is 
d ropped . 
The hard est id ea to grasp is the possibility 
n othin g ev er will be forthcomin g; that in the 
Asiatic v iew the Un ited States is in the rid icu ­ 
lou s position of bein g cau ght in a stran glehold 
an d askin g its assailan t whether he is read y 
to giv e u p. 
Presid en t John son created 
a flu rry in Detroit 
on Labor Day by say in g he wou ld fix a time­ 
table for withd rawal of U.S. troops from Viet 


Nam as soon as he saw a sched u le tor haltin g 
in filtration in to Sou th Viet Nam. 
There was n o correspon d in g flu rry when a 
North Vietn amese broad cast said it is the 
Un ited States that mu st get ou t of Viet Nam. 
Short of wipin g ou t ev ery thin g that might 
be con stru ed as a military target hi territory 
n ot con trolled by the Un ited States in Sou theast 
Asia, n o on e in Washin gon , Saigon , or an y ­ 
where else cou ld d efin e what wou ld con stitu te 
U.S. v ictory ov er its u n d eclared en emy . 
If the u n d eclared en emy refu sed to con ced e 
d efeat, which n ow sems likely , the military 
action in Sou theast Asia cou ld be 
a stalemate 
—the ev en tu ality that seems to hav e occu rred 
to ev ery bod y ex cept Presid en t John son , De­ 
fen se Secretary McNamara an d Secretary of 
State Ru sk. 
There simply wou ld be n o way to an d it. 
Leaning on Weak Reeds 


* Gran ted that the pu rpose of all political cam­ 
paign in g is to jar the pu blic ou t of its cu s­ 
tomary state of in d ifferen ce, it may be qu es­ 
tion ed 
whether 
campaign ers 
u se su re-fire 
method s. 
On e of their fav orite method s is the v isitin g 
celebrity . 
This may be the presid en t of the Un ited 
States if the campaign er is importan t en ou gh 
to ask for top-lev el help. 
It may be a n u mber of the presid en t cab- 
met if the campaign er is importan t en ou gh to 
ask for top-lev el recogn ition bu t n ot importan t 
en ou gh to ex pect top-lev el help. 
It may be an y member of the gov ern men t 
whose n ame is well-kn own an d whose v iews 
are rou ghly id en tical with those of the cam- 
jiaign er. In ex treme circu mstan ces it might 
4>e an y on e at all with a well-kn own n ame, or 
an u n kn own from the other sid e of the mou n ­ 
tain , on the theory that a celebrity , like an 
ex pert, is someon e from more than 100 miles 
away . 


THIS FALL If a Democrat can ’t get Pres­ 
id en t John son , a cabin et member, a d istin ­ 
gu ished Democrat, or an u n d istin gu ished on e 
he might be able to get Sen . Bobby Ken n ed y , 
who is willin g to go an y where as lon g as he 
can be seen an d heard . He may n ot help the 
local y okels, bu t he can help himself, which is 


importan t when seekin g a presid en tial n omin a­ 
tion . 
The qu estion is whether this method of cam­ 
paign in g gets resu lts for the low men on the 
political totem pole. Or is this on e of those 
u n challen ged techn iqu es of political campaign ­ 
in g in the U.S.A. that wou ld n ’t be worth the 
effort if an y on e ev er an aly zed it? 
Dwight D. Eisen hower tells in a Satu rd ay 
Rev iew in terv iew whey he d id n ot campaign in 
Illin ois for Richard M. Nix on d u rin g the clos­ 
in g d ay s of the 1960 campaign . Mr. Nix on an d 
Fred Seaton , secretary of the in terior, thou ght 
it wou ld be too great a strain on presid en tial 
stren gth. 
Mr. Nix on d id n ot wan t to acced e to the 
presid en cy throu gh his lead er’s d eath or d is­ 
ability . He wan ted to win again st John F. Ken ­ 
n ed y on his own merit Yet, when he lost, 
Presid en t Eisen hower was blamed by man y 
for n ot helpin g him en ou gh. 
Cou ld Dwight Eisen hower hav e carried the 
d ay for Richard Nix on ? Can Ly n d on John son 
rav e Democratic con gressmen afraid of d efeat 
this Nov ember? Can George Roran ey 
sav e 
an y on e? 
Or, when a can d id ate is ru n n in g alon e in 
an off-y ear election wou ld he be better off to 
d isassociate himself from the weak n eed s lu cky 
to bear their own weight when the electoral 
win d s blow? 
Back to the Drawing Boards 


The worst accid en t of all time on the Ohio 
Tu rn pike last Satu rd ay sn u ffed ou t n in e liv es 
when a car crossed a 51-foot med ian strip an d 
cau sed a head -on collision . 
On ce more the accid en t that su pposed ly had 
been mad e almost impossible by the d esign of 
the Ohio Tu rn pike had happen ed . A car trav el­ 
in g at high speed somehow had crossed the 
med ian strip an d hit an other car head on . 
In theory , the Ohio Tu rn pike’s med ian strip 
Is V-d itched at a sharp en ou gh an gle to keep 
an au to from d escen d in g to the bottom of the 
d itch an d climbin g ou t in to the opposite lan e 
of traffic. 
In practice, the in cred ible speed of tu rn pike 


d riv ers has mad e possible what was thou ght to 
hav e been mad e n early impossible. The Ohio 
Tu rn pike is still on e of the safest su perhigh­ 
way s becau se of its d esign . Bu t there 
con ­ 
tin u es to be room for improv emen t. 
On e thin g wou ld make head -on collision s 
impossible^» « tou t 
wall, 
an 
u n breakable 
fen ce, or perhaps an impen trable hed ge be­ 
tween the two lan es of su perhighway s. On ly 
on e other possibility ex ists—separation of the 
lan es by su ch great d istan ces that v ehicles ou t 
of con trol wou ld ex pen d all their en ergy before 
gettin g an y where. That wou ld boost the alread y 
prohibitiv e cost of bu ild in g su perhighway s to 
tru ly astron omical heights.

When ou r chap in d icated that 
we thou ght the USSR might d rop a bomb or 
two on u s, their grou p lead er got u p in d ign an tly 
an d led his people ou t, mu tterin g all the while 
the Sov iets wou ld n ev er con template su ch a 
d eed .” 
Perhaps, bu t the Swed es take n o chan ces. 
They are learn in g to d o more than liv e u n d er­ 
grou n d . They hav e carv ed a “secon d n ation ’' 
u n d er the earth. Certain ly they hav e a su b­ 
terran ean military , n av al an d air force estab­ 
lishmen t u n d er rock. They also hav e a v ast 
in d u strialism—shops, factories, activ e ware­ 
hou ses, repair shops, ev en theaters an d con ­ 
v en tion halls. 


IN ALL FAIRNESS it shou ld be reported 
they are protectin g themselv es again st u s as 
well as the Sov iets. They kn ow we won ’t hit 
them — d eliberatly bu t a compu ter pu n ch card 
can go wron g, too an d they are right on the 
lin e between ou r gian t western silos (in which 
n estle the big n u clear bird s) an d Moscow’s 
n u clear clu sters. 
Thou gh the world n ev er kn ew it, they mo­ 
bilized for u n d ergrou n d liv in g when the U.S. 
an d the USSR con fron ted each other ov er Cu ba 
—bu t mostly they face east. 
Some time ago the Parliamen t passed a law 
In sistin g that most commu n ities d ig d own . They 
spen t abou t $1 billion on their own u n d ergrou n d 
world u n d er their God -giv en gran ite. Bein g 
practical, they d eckled n ot to let their com­ 
plex es go mold y . 
Here in Vasteras (mean in g western ou tpost) 
they tu n n eled d own . They bu ilt a theater, 
school rooms, child ren 's cafeteria, work shop, 
a garage an d repair u n it an d a two-story gy m­ 
n asiu m. If the siren goes off, they will ru sh 
thou san d s in to this famed Mariaberg u n d er­ 
grou n d v illage an d the others in to the forest 


HERE THEY WILL ATTEMPT to liv e. Bu t 
there is n o shelter for the in tern ation ally kn own 
ASEA (Swed en ’s G.E.). I asked the compan y ’s 
ex ecu tiv es why they had n o facilities for con ­ 
tin u ed prod u ction in this small city . 


“Well, we figu re here we n eed on ly su rv iv e 
a mon ths “said Per Lin d berg, ASEA’s ex ecu tiv e 
v ice presid en t, politely en d in g that aspect of 
the con v ersation . 
I reckon ed that they reckon ed that it wou ld 
take ju st abou t that lon g for d iplomacy to e;v d 
an d military rescu e to begin to come to the 
aid of the world ’s secon d most famou s n eu tral. 
Visits to other parts of Swed en showed that 
they are pu ttin g mu ch of their in d u strialism 
d eep u n d er the rock. There are big factories 
makin g jets, assemblin g cars, repairin g ma­ 
chin ery an d storin g win es an d liqu or belon g­ 
in g to the State mon opoly . 
So they are learn in g to prod u ce “hard ware” 
as well as liv e socially an d cu ltu rally u n d er­ 
grou n d , as they d o d aily an d in the ev en in gs 
in Vasteras. 
The biggest su bterran ean plan t is SAAB’a 
hu ge plan t in Lin kö pin g where they tu m ou t 
jet en gin es. There are aircraft assembly shops 
also u n d ergrou n d elsewherre, alon g with other 
v ital Swed ish in d u stries. 
UNDERGROUND FACTORIES, thou gh d u st- 
proof an d alway s of ev en temperatu re, an d 
thou gh easier on the main ten an ce people, also 
prod u ce psy chological problems. So they are 
d ecorated to giv e the impression of bein g in 
the great ou td oors for which Swed en , with 
twice as mu ch territory as the British Isles, 
15 famou s. 
Swed en ’s men tal ex perts hav e the problem 
solv ed —an d the u n d ergrou n d military establish­ 
men t is mu ch of their task. Thou gh Swed en is 
a n eu tralist, it has the fightin g force to hold 
an en emy off for that on e mon th of grace. 
There is TST No. 2, a v ast Nav al base 
iron ically called Mu sko. It’s carv ed ou t of the 
gran ite on an islan d sou th of 
the 
small 
archepelego kn own as Stockholm. Warships can 
sail right in to it an d be sn u g behin d massiv e 
steel d oors. 
There also are u n d ergrou n d airbases where 
two tru cks hau l jet fighters u p ramps at the 
en d s of ru n way s. These are the jets which 
themselv es hav e been bu ilt u n d ergrou n d in 
plan ts su ch as those n ow bein g con templated 
in the U.S. 


THERE IS A HOSPITAL so hu ge that n u rses 
an d d octors u se bicy cles to get from ward to 
ward an d operatin g rooms. It is high abov e the 
Stockholm harbor. An d u n d er it, d eep in the 
rock, is a cou n terpart hospital read y for war.

a re a s ea sy in reg a rds to ma nua l la bo r. Ma ny 
jo bs ha v e o r a re a ppro a ching equa l o r better 
pensio n pla ns, priv a te industry pa y s well o v er 
$1 a n ho ur per emplo y ee fo r fring e benefits. 
And, the pa y is g rea ter a nd mo re rea listica lly 
rela ted to the co st o f liv ing . 
Fa y ra ises g iv en 
po lice a nd firemen a re so slo w in a rriv ing 
a nd a re so sma ’l when they fina lly do a rriv e 
tha t they a re “ ea ten up” by the co st o f liv ­ 
ing . It is a ca se o f being “ to o little to o la te ” 
Other benefits g iv en a re a lwa y s y ea rs behind 
industry . 
With the da ng ers a dded to a n a lrea dy da n­ 
g ero us jo b, mo re co mplex ma chines a nd m e­ 
tho ds to ma ster, mo re scho o ling a nd tra ining 
needed, the po lice a nd firemen deserv e fa r 
mo re tha n wha t ha s been g iv en them in the 
pa st. 
But they ha v e b:en ha mpered in thetr 
effo rts beca use, a s a newspa per a rticle sta t­ 
ed, ‘ They ha v e been fo rced to wa 'k so ftlv to 
the ba rg a ining ta ble beca use they a re fo rbid­ 
den by la w to weild the big stick—the strike— 
used effectiv ely by wo rkers in priv a te indus­ 
try .”

isla tio n, the precedent set in Yo ung sto wn will 
be the rule ra ther tha n the ex ceptio n.

v ery fa ct tha t po lice a nd firemen’s jo bs a re

menda tio ns by elected o r a ppo inted a dminis­ 
tra tio n o fficia ls. 
The o ld theo ry o f co mpa ring wa g es by a 
surv ey with o ther cities is a s senseless a s 
the phra se “ if y o u do n’t like it, quit.” 
Why 
co mpa re wa g es with so meo ne else who is a lso 
underpa id? There is little rela tio nship, if a ny , 
o f the a bility to pa y a nd the needed o r de­ 
serv ed wa g e. 
These a re so me o f tha thing s tha t ma ke 
co llectiv e ba rg a ining leg isla tio n no t o nly a 
po ssibility but a must in o rder to fa irly dea l 
with the pro blems o f the po lice a nd firemen, 
no t with a “ ta ke it o r lea v e it" a ttitude, but 
with a clea r picture o f whether it is a ca se 
o f need o r g reed.

Technicians theorized that the 
eabin windows — one on each 
side of the spacecraft — collect­

Charles (Pete) Conrad Jr. were 
awak ened at 1:55 a.m. Conrad 
told ground control they were

sleep cy cle, much as any travel­ 
er in his first night away from 
home and much the same as 
previous Gemini fliers.

men have ventured, Gordon 
planned to dart about with a 
hand-held gas gun and try his 
hand as a apace mechanic by 
lightening and loosening bolts 
an a metal plate. 
He'll also go over to the Age­ 
na, which is dock ed with the 
Gemini, and unstow a 100-foot 
coid attached to the satellite. 
He is to fasten the loose end to 
the nose of Gemini 11. 
Wednesday , Conrad plans to 
undock and back away from the 
Agena until the line becomes 
taut to determine if this is an 
effective, fuel-aaving means of 
formation fly ing. 
The pilots and mision con­ 
trollers hoped for as much suc­ 
cess today as the astronauts had 
Monday after the twicedelay ed 
flight finally got off the launch 
pad at Cape Kennedy . 
In the most flawless first-day 
performance y et for a U.S. 
man-in-spaoe mission, Conrad 
and Gordon darted off the pad 
atop a Titan 2 rock et at 9:42 
a.m. and sped unerringly after 
the Agena, which blasted off at 
1:05 a.m. 
Before they completed one cir­ 
cuit of the globe they had cap­ 
tured the target, dock ing with it 
In record time. 
“It’s a big thrill," Conrad ex­ 
claimed. “Very nice and thrill 
lag." 
They had beaten the previous 
Gemini rendezvous time by two 
•rbits and nearly three hours. 
Then, in history ’s first multi 
pie-dock ing mission, the two 
pilots took turns unlink ing and 
re-joining with the Agena. 
Each man dock ed twice, un­ 
der conditions of light 
a n d dark ­ 
ness to evaluate any differ­ 
ences. They reported none. 
“How was y our target prac­ 
tice." a ground station ask ed as 
Conrad completed

Link ups on Gemini 9 and 10 
and the first one Monday were 
done by the left-seat command 
pilots. 
T he 
rapid 
rendezvous, 
achieved with no help from the 
ground, was an important re­ 
hearsal for America’s Apollo 
maa-to-the-moon shots. 
It simulated an emergency 
tak eoff from the moon by two 
astronauts who might have to 
mak e a hasty rendezvous with 
an Apollo mother ship in lunar 
orbit. 
It also demonstrated the abili­ 
ty of the astronauts to use their 
on-board 
equipment-comput- 
er, inertial guidance sy stem and 
radar—to calculate all the intri­ 
cate maneuvers required for the 
split-second orbit shifts during 
the space hunt Apollo astro­ 
nauts will be required to do this. 
On earlier Gemini rendezvous

Some experts felt that 75 per 
cent fuel usage might be re­ 
quired to zero in on the target.

The county ’s five-y ear-old hull 
bred two of Murray ’s Holstein 
cows at a time not la accord 
with Murray ’s fresh cow sched­ 
ule, Commissioner Boy d said. 
If the Hereford had shown 
any disposition to be cross, 
could have endangered Mrs 
Murray aad their daughters, 
and I, who go to the pasture to 
bring in the Holstein*, Boy d 
continued. 
In April, 1965, Russell Phil 
lis, then superintendent of the 
County Home, started to repair 
fences at the County Home 
farm.

; WASHINGTON (AP) - Vio­ 
lence In the streets and the ad- 
jninistration's refusal to back 
llown on open housing threaten 
to bury any chance that Co- 
greas will pass civil rights legis­ 
lation this year. 
The Senate resumes perfunc­ 
tory debate on the House-passed 
bill today, preliminary to a test 
vote Wednesday when the meas­ 
ure may be laid to rest. 
Althoutfi Sen. Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mich., the bill’s sponsor, said 
“ it just does not make good 
cense" to kill the bill because of 
racial demonstrations and riots, 
most of his colleagues blame 
wch disturbances for the lack 
cf enthusiasm for the measure. 
President Johnson said Mon* 
4* y “we will do everything we 
can” to obtain passage of the 
.bill, but conceded at a news 
conference 
“we 
have 
some 
problems in the Senate which 
. appear quite serious." 
Johnson said much depends 
‘on whether Senate Republican 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen will 
liro p his opposition to the bill's 
controversial open housing pro­ 
vision. 
“I am hopeful we can find 
come way to get this support," 
be said of Dirksen Johnson said 
he had talked with the GOP

leader, but did not say when nor 
give details of their conversa­ 
tion. 
Dirksen indicated in an inter­ 
view the administration might 
have salvaged part of the legis­ 
lation if it had abandoned the 
open housing section he con­ 
tends is unconstitutional. 
This provision, which would 
ban racial discrimination in the 
sale and rental of about 40 per 
cent of the nation's housing, has 
drained away support among 
Northern senators for the over­ 
a ll measure as they have as­ 
sessed the violent reaction to 
efforts to integrate some all- 
white neighborhoods. 
Although he has criticized oth­ 
er sections of the measure—par­ 
ticularly a provision on selec­ 
tion of juries—Dirksen has nev­ 
er said he would be unwilling to 
entertain compromises on them. 
Atty. Gen. Nicholas Katzen- 
bach’s statement to Dirksen and 
Senate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield that the administra­ 
tion would rather have no bill at 
all than one without the housing 
section 
obviously reflected a 
political judgment by President 
Johnson 
As Senators read Johnson’s 
position, it is that Republicans 
can be blamed for the failure to 
pass any civil rights legislation 
in an election year of racial tur­ 
moil.
